C hicago, Nov. 6.—The supreme court 
of this state has just handed down a 
decision of great interest to m-urance 
men all over the country.

Illinois has a law that insurance under 
the Lloyds plan may not be transacted 
in the state of Illinois. John A. Barnes, 
who issued policies in various Lloyds 
not authorized by the state insurance 
departm ent, w as fined $500 and he went 
to the courts.

ryes arid one sudden indrawn breath, 
making her rhiu lips still thinner, she 
may tell yon that you are destined to 
lift tile heart of the world in immortal 
song and wear the laurels of a great 
lyric career. 
Again, she may toll you 
with the same blunt severity that you 
have no Jpoks at all for the stage, aud 
after you have been accepted as a pupil 
you are still subjected to ber merciless 
severity.

She may tell 
you with almost brutal frankness that 
your cherished vocal projects are thin 
as air bubbles and that you had better 
turn your attention to cooking. 
Or, 
with ma unusual gleam of her gray 
eyes and one sudden indrawn breath, 
making iter thin lips still thinner, she 
may tell yon that you are destined to 
lift the heart of the world in immortal 
song and wear the laurels of a great 
lyric career. 
Again, she may tell you 
with the same blunt nevority that you 
have no looks at all for the stage, and 
after you have been accepted as a pupil 
you are still subjected to ber merciless 
severity.

Marchesi’s criticism, her ridicule, 
her sarcasm and severity? One day one 
of the class was having her 15 minutes 
of lesson before a crowded room. 
Mar­ 
chesa was in a sardonic humor that 
morning. Her remarks wi*re brilliant, 
but more cutting than a Damascus 
blade. 
The audience felt that a climax 
was coming. 
It came. 
The girl's lip 
began to tremble as Marchesi’s com­ 
mentary sparkled and cut and sparkled 
again. 
Her lip trembled more and 
more. 
The agitation gained upon her 
whole body, till she shook like a willow 
in the wind. 
Poor dear, the other pu 
pila held their breath. 
The room wa* 
silent as a tomb.

platform stage. 
All felt it was over 
with her forever, so far as lessons w ith 
Marc ii cm were concerned, and more 
ti)an mn' heart ached for her. 
“ Ha, ira I” laughed Mareliesi, rising 
d'Sfightedly from the piano, rubbing brr 
hands together aud walking, ox rather 
stalking, majestically through the room 
aud up aud doivn and again seating 
herself at the piano.
